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DETROIT (AP) ~ The FBI is 
stu d y ing some of Jimmy Hoffa’s 
p riv ate notes in an effort to retrace 
activ ities of the ex -Teamster boss ju st 
before he d isap p eared , a sou rce said 
tod ay . 
Hoffa v anished a week ago after he 
left for a sched u led lu ncheon meeting 
at a fashionable su bu rban restau rant. 
A man who id entified himself as 
Hoffa’s foster son, Charles “Chu ck ie” 
O’Brien, told a Detroit telev ision 
station that he, O’Brien, was safe. Bu t 
he offered no ex p lanation for the fact 
he had n’t talk ed to the Hoffa family 
since last Thu rsd ay . 
FBI officials said O’Brien is one of 
sev eral p ersons they wou ld lik e to talk 
with, althou gh there was no search for 
the 4 1-y ear-old u nion organizer who 
was raised by Hoffa from the age of 3. 
It was not k nown p recisely who else 
the FBI sou ght to interv iew. 
The FBI refu sed to d iscu ss Hoffa’s 
notes, which were offered by his 
family . Bu t a sou rce close to the in­ 
v estigation said the material was “one 
of nu merou s” lead s the bu reau was 
p u rsu ing. 
A sou rce said the notes inclu d e the 
names of u nion officials, bu siness 
associates and p oliticians acq u ainted 
with Hoffa. 
Lik e Hoffa, the sk illed contract 
bargainer, his family think s that 
money talk s. 
The family p osted a $200,000 reward 
Tu esd ay for information rev ealing the 
whereabou ts “and -or lead ing to the 
safe retu rn” of the missing former 
Teamsters u nion p resid ent and an­ 
nou nced that p ersons wanting to ad d to 
the stip end cou ld send money to “The 


Jimmy Hoffa Reward Fu nd .” 
Contrary to some p u blished rep orts, 
Jay E. Bailey , the FBI's chief in­ 
v estigator, said the bu reau is work ing 
u nd er the assu mp tion that Hoffa is 
aliv e. 
Bailey said , 
“We hav e 
no in­ 
formation that he is aliv e, bu t we hav e 
none that he is d ead , either. We hav e 
no information.” 
A theory d rifting throu gh Detroit 
was that Hoffa was v ictim of someone 
who feared he might assist a fed eral 
inv estigation of u nion activ ities. Hoffa 
ap p eared before a grand ju ry earlier 
this su mmer and p lead ed the Fifth 
Amend ment — u nu su al for the man 
who alway s p rid ed himself on tak ing 
on one-and -all tou gh gov ernm ent 
q u eries. 
It also was rep orted that O’Brien 
cou ld be a k ey man in the fed eral 
p robe. 
A man who id entified himself as 
O’Brien p honed WXYZ-TV Tu esd ay 
night and said that he was safe. 
Earlier, Hoffa’s son, Detroit attorney 
James P. Hoffa, said he last heard 
from O’Brien last Thu rsd ay — the d ay 
after Hoffa d isap p eared . 
“We’re try ing to find him,” the 
y ou nger Hoffa said . 
Friend s said it is not u nu su al for 
O’Brien to d isap p ear for a few d ay s. 
Bu t they were su rp rised that he was 
missing now becau se he was v ery close 
to Hoffa and cou ld be ex p ected to stay 
with the family . 
The man who called WXYZ-TV said 
he is away on u nion bu siness, then 
d eclined to d iscu ss Hoffa’s d isap ­ 
p earance.

2,015,07 6 signatu res to the secretary of 
state tod ay in an effort to get his fou r 
economic p rop osals on the fall ballot. 
A minimu m of 307 ,202 signatu res 
v alid ated by Secretary of State Ted W. 
Brown are need ed to p u t the p rop osals 
to a v ote by the p op u lace. Rhod es said 
he was filing 63 p er cent more 
signatu res than necessary . 
Brown said it wou ld tak e sev eral 
week s to check Rhod es signatu res. 
Rhod es said the signatu res came 
from the state’s 88 cou nties. He said 
p assage of the p rop osals wou ld help 
eliminate u nemp loy ment for 600,000 
Ohioans. 
Rhod es’ refu sal to go along with any 


su bstantial changes by the legislatu re 
miffed Democrats, p articu larly in the 
Senate where some members objected 
to the size of his p rop osed mu lti-billion 
d ollar bond issu es and the tax es that 
wou ld be hik ed to p ay them off. 
Ev en if the signatu res go bey ond the 
req u ired 307 ,202, there remains a 
req u irement for each to be check ed by 
cou nty election board s to d etermine if 
they are v alid . Only q u alified v oters 
are p ermitted to sign su ch p ap ers. 
Secretary Brown said the check by 
the board s cou ld tak e two or three 
week s, and p ossibly longer. After this 
is d one, if the p etitioners are short, 
then the law p rov id es another 10 d ay s 
to mak e u p the d eficiency . 
Former State Rep . Keith McNamara 


of Colu mbu s, a sp ok esman for Ohioans 
for Jobs and 
Progress, said the 
p etitions met the stip u laton that the 
signatu res come from v oters in at least 
half of the 88 cou nties. 
He said that req u irement, along with 
the fact that signers had to affix their 
signatu res on one sheet for each of the 
fou r issu es, was ignored by many who 
said they felt the issu es had been less 
than enthu siastically receiv ed among 
Ohio’s citizens. 
“That ad d ed sig­ 
nificantly to ou r efforts,” he said . 
Rhod es, if su ccessfu l in getting his 
p rop ositions on the ballot, will ask 
Ohioans to au thorize: 
—A $2.7 5 billion bond issu e to finance 
massiv e imp rov ements in cities and 
mu nicip alities all across the state, the 


bond s to be p aid off ov er 30 y ears with 
a sev en tenths of a p er cent increase in 
the ex isting fou r p er cent sales tax . 


—A $1.7 5 billion bond issu e for all 
ty p es of transp ortation, bond s to be 
retired ov er three d ecad es with a nine 
tenths of a cent boost in Ohio’s sev en 
cents a gallon gasoline tax . 


—A tax abatement p lan to forgiv e 
tax es ov er long p eriod s for ind u stries 
locating in or ex p and ing ex isting 
facilities in Ohio. 
—An amend ment to the Ohio Con­ 
stitu tion to clarify the right of the 
Hou se Dev elop ment Board to mak e 
grants and back loans to p rov id e 
hou sing for low and mod erate income 
families.

FBI officials said O’Brien is one of 
several persons they would like to talk 
with, although there was no search for 
the 41-year-old union organizer who 
was raised by Hoffa from the age of 3. 
It was not known precisely who else 
the FBI sought to interview. 
The FBI refused to discuss Hoffa’s 
notes, which were offered by his 
family. But a source close to the in­ 
vestigation said the material was “ one 
of numerous” leads the bureau was 
pursuing. 
A source said the notes include the 
names of union officials, business 
associates and politicians acquainted 
with Hoffa. 
Like Hoffa, the skilled contract 
bargainer, his family thinks that 
money talks. 
The family posted a $200,000 reward 
Tuesday for information revealing the 
whereabouts “ and-or leading to the 
safe return” of the missing former 
Teamsters union president and an­ 
nounced that persons wanting to add to 
the stipend could send money to “ The 


Jimmy Hoffa Reward Fund.” 
Contrary to some published reports, 
Jay E, Bailey, the FBI’s chief in­ 
vestigator, said the bureau is working 
under the assumption that Hoffa is 
alive. 
Bailey said, 
“ We have no in­

Hoffa 
appeared before a grand jury earlier 
this summer and pleaded the Fifth 
Amendment — unusual for the man 
who always prided himself on taking 
on one-and-all tough government 
queries. 
It also was reported that O’Brien 
could be a key man in the federal 
probe. 
A man who identified himself as 
O’Brien phoned WXYZ-TV Tuesday 
night and said that he was safe. 
Earlier, Hoffa’s son, Detroit attorney 
Jam es P. Hoffa, said he last heard 
from O’Brien last Thursday — the day 
after Hoffa disappeared. 
“We’re trying to find him,” the 
younger Hoffa said. 
Friends said it is not unusual for 
O’Brien to disappear for a few days. 
But they were surprised that he was 
missing now because he was very close 
to Hoffa and could be expected to stay 
with the family. 
The man who called WXYZ-TV said 
he is away on union business, then 
declined to discuss Hoffa’s disap­ 
pearance.

Al Johnson, manager of Imperial 
Outdoor Advertising, Inc., said his 
Miki Urges 
U.S. Stand 
In Korea 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Japanese 
Prime Minister Takeo Miki today 
cautioned the United States against 
any sudden change in the U.S. com­ 
mitment to defend South Korea, saying 
the stability of Asia is at stake. 
“ We view the continued presence of 
American troops in the Republic of 
Korea as an important contribution to 
Korean peace and to Asian stability,” 
Miki said. “ We trust there will be no 
sudden change in this U.S. policy.” 
His remarks were prepared for a 
National Press Club luncheon which 
followed two days of talks with 
President Ford on global economic 
and security problems. 
Speaking on the 30th anniversary of 
the atomic bombing of Hiroshima, 
Miki noted that modem Japan is a 
nonmilitary state under its con­ 
stitution and by “ the deep-rooted 
convictions of its people.” 
“ We have foresworn the acquisition 
of offensive weapons and will never 
acquire nuclear weapons,” he said. “ A 
rearmed Japan or a nuclear-armed 
Japan would only create fear and 
instability among our neighbors.” 
He also said he expects Japan will 
ratify the nuclear nonproliferation 
treaty in the near future. 
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Bond Issue Petitions 
Filed By Gov. Rhodes 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - Gov. 
James A. Rhodes planned to submit 
2,015,076 signatures to the secretary of 
state today in an effort to get his four 
economic proposals on the fall ballot. 
A minimum of 307,202 signatures 
validated by Secretary of State Ted W. 
Brown are needed to put the proposals 
to a vote by the populace. Rhodes said 
he was filing 63 per cent more 
signatures than necessary. 
Brown said it would take several 
weeks to check Rhodes signatures. 
Rhodes said the signatures came 
from the state’s 88 counties. He said 
passage of the proposals would help 
eliminate unemployment for 600,000 
Ohioans. 
Rhodes’ refusal to go along with any 


substantial changes by the legislature 
miffed Democrats, particularly in the 
Senate where some members objected 
to the size of his proposed multi-billion 
dollar bond issues and the taxes that 
would be hiked to pay them off. 
Even if the signatures go beyond the 
required 307,202, there remains a 
requirement for each to be checked by 
county election boards to determine if 
they are valid. Only qualified voters 
are permitted to sign such papers. 
Secretary Brown said the check by 
the boards could take two or three 
weeks, and possibly longer. After this 
is done, if the petitioners are short, 
then the law provides another IO days 
to make up the deficiency. 
Former State Rep. Keith McNamara 


of Columbus, a spokesman for Ohioans 
for Jobs and Progress, said the 
petitions met the stipulaton that the 
signatures come from voters in at least 
half of the 88 counties. 
He said that requirement, along with 
the fact that signers had to affix their 
signatures on one sheet for each of the 
four issues, was ignored by many who 
said they felt the issues had been less 
than enthusiastically received among 
Ohio’s citizens. 
“ That added sig­ 
nificantly to our efforts,” he said. 
Rhodes, if successful in getting his 
propositions on the ballot, will ask 
Ohioans to authorize: 
—A $2.75 billion bond issue to finance 
massive improvements in cities and 
municipalities all across the state, the 


bonds to be paid off over 30 years with 
a seven tenths of a per cent increase in 
the existing four per cent sales tax. 


—A $1.75 billion bond issue for all 
types of transportation, bonds to be 
retired over three decades with a nine 
tenths of a cent boost in Ohio’s seven 
cents a gallon gasoline tax. 


—A tax abatement plan to forgive 
taxes over long periods for industries 
locating in or expanding existing 
facilities in Ohio. 
—An amendment to the Ohio Con­ 
stitution to clarify the right of the 
House Development Board to make 
grants and back loans to provide 
housing for low and moderate income 
families.

S e n . R o b e r t E. O’Shaughnessy, 
D-15 Columbus, the Chairman, said he 
was hopeful the three-member panel 
can reach an agreement on a bill 
before the full Senate comes back into 
session Thursday afternoon. 
The subcommittee is considering the 
compromise measure which popped 
out of the House shortly before mid­ 
night last Friday, after picking up the 


endorsement of Republicans along 
with other energy proposals. 
Gov. Jam es A. Rhodes has endorsed 
the House compromise, urging prompt 
approval so that he can sign it into 
law. Part of the measure would 
authorize the state to help gas burning 
industries convert to coal, possibly 
helping ease a severe natural gas 
shortage expected next winter. 
However, the Senate — which 
refused to go along with the House 
decision to approve the bill with only 
one hearing — wants to consider as 
well some of the provisions that were 
included in other pending legislation. 


O’Shaughnessy said those provisions 
duplicate some that are in the House 
measure, but that he feels the sub­ 
committee should review “ the whole 
package.” Senators probably will in­ 
sist they have “ input” into whatever 
passes. 
The subcommittee is hopeful it can 
report back an agreed bill to the full 
Senate Energy and Environment 
Committee, which O’Shaughnessy also 
heads, by the time the Senate convenes 
Thursday. 
House members are on call to return 
to the capitol if the upper chamber 
approves a bill in a form other than the 
Council Approves Ordinances;

Three ordinances were passed by 
Circleville City Council during its 
regular meeting 
Tuesday. 
Two 
transferred funds and one authorized 
the sale of a truck at public auction. 


In addition to legislative action 
members of council listened to two 
separate delegations of citizens who 
were seeking solutions to problems 
their respective areas faced. 
Mrs. Jam es River, 520 Lawnwood 
Court, informed council that many 
residents of the Garden City area 
would prefer metal light posts instead 
of wood when the proposed street 
lights are installed in the area. 
According to Mrs. River, most of the 
property owners would be willing to 
pay the additional cost of the metal 
poles through an assessment. 
She is currently circulating a 
petition which would affirm the 
willingness of the signers to pay the 
added assessment and asked council to 
delay installation until she could 
present the petitions. 
Fourth ward councilman Dixie 
Watters objected to Mrs. River’s 
proposal. “They are asking the city to 
run a collection agency which I don’t 
like,” Watters stated. “ If they ob­ 
jected to the type of poles that were to 
be used, they should have attended one 
of the three council meetings when the 


legislation was read prior to its 
passage.” 
City service director Atwood Jones 
told council that he was under the 
impression there would be an added 
yearly cost for metal poles, as well as 
an additional installation fee. He also 
explained that if the city decides to 
proceed with Mrs. River’s request, 
that all property owners who benefit 
would have to be assessed even if they 
didn’t want to pay the additional cost 
for metal poles. 
City solicitor John Adkins said that 
before council can consider the 
assessm ent method of payment, 
petitions signed by at least 75 per cent 
of the property owners must be 
presented. Councilman at large David 
Crawford also explained that there 
would be a delay in the installation of 
the lights because public hearings 
would be required. 
Mrs. Emmett Evans, 310 Watt St., 
served as spokesman for a group from 
Watt and High Street areas. She ex­ 
plained the neighborhood in question 
has been infested with roaches and 
rodents since a fire that occurred June 
6 at 316 Watt St. 
Mrs. Evans stated the Pickaway 
County Health Department had been 
contacted and had made an in­ 
vestigation of the problem. The owners 
had been ordered to fumigate the 
property and had done so on two dif­ 
ferent occassions. However, the 
fumigations have not cured the 
problem. 
Instead, according to Mrs. Evans, 
when the building was fumigated, it 
simply drove the roaches to adjacent 
properties and other property owners 
in the area have been forced to 


fumigate their houses. 
The delegation expressed the opinion 
that the property should be condemned 
and the owners ordered to raze it to 
eradicate the source of the problem. 
Fire chief Mike Brown explained 
that while he has the authority to order 
the house repaired, as long as the 
owners are making a reasonable at­ 
tempt to repair it there is nothing else 
he can do. He said that in his opinion a 
condemnation of the property would 
not be upheld by the courts. 
Second ward councilman John 
Jenkins told the delegation it was not 
within the jurisdiction of council to 
condemn property or order it repaired 
or fumigated. He suggested the 
delegation meet again with the county 
health board or go to the state health 
department for the answer to the 
problem. 
Mayor Frank Barnhill and Fire 
Chief Brown assured the delegation 
they will contact the health depart­ 
ment to see what further action can be 
taken to eliminate the problem. 
The ordinance transferring money 
were $750 from the Federal General 
Revenue Sharing Trust Fund to the 
service department demolition ac­ 
count and $500 from the general fund to 
the Municipal Court Acting judges 
account. 
F irst Ward Councilman David 
Goldschmidt who heads council’s 
finance committee, again warned 
council and other city officials the 
general fund is dangerously low.

UNITED NATIONS, N.Y. (AP) — 
The Security Council today begins 
public debate on a topic it has been 
quarreling over privately for the past 
week — how to deal with United 
Nations membership applications 
from the two Vietnams and South 
Korea. 
A council 
meeting on the ap­ 
plications called for this afternoon was 
expected to produce more backstage 
bickering over whether the three 
applications should be taken up 
together or separately. 
The United States supported the 
South Korean bid. But there was a 
danger that the two Communist per­ 
manent members — China and Russia 
— might veto it. 
There had been speculation the 
United States might use its veto power 
to force a package deal, so the Com­ 
munists could not win approval for the 
two Vietnams without letting in South 
Korea. 
Separate consideration would make 
it harder for the United States to use 
the threat of vetoing the Vietnamese 
applications. 
At their first news conference here 


Tuesday, the new Vietnamese U.N. 
observers charged that the United 
States wanted all three applications on 
one agenda “ so as to make a package 
deal.” 


Ambassadors Nguyen Van Luu of 
North Vietnam and Dinh Ba Thi of 
South Vietnam, in a joint statement, 
called the U.S. position the main ob­ 
stacle to Vietnamese memberships. 
They said the council should not even 
consider South Korea’s application, 
since North Korea was against it, and 
they called for the withdrawal of the 
“ nearly 50,000 U.S. troops in South 
Korea.” 


In about 2lz hours of private talks 
the Vietnams’ nonaligned supporters 
wanted the agenda for the first council 
meeting on the applications to list only 
South Vietnam, while the United States 
said it should list all three. 
Despite the lack of agreement, 
Council President Shizuo Saito of

WASHINGTON (AP) - The Central 
Intelligence 
Agency

significant profits on two of its front 
operations, CIA Director William 
E. 
Colby testified today . 
Colby told the House intelligence 
committee in prepared testimony that 
the CIA made considerable profits 
from Air America, an airline that 
aided CIA efforts in Southeast Asia, 
and from a CIA pension fund. 
Air America is being disposed of 
while the pension fund continues to 
operate, although Colby said 
the 
profits hav e been turned into the 
Treasury since 19 7 3. Colby did not 
specify the profit lev els. 
Most of the CIA’s front operations, 
which the agency calls proprietaries, 
hav e been unprofitable, the director 
said. 
‘‘I foresee a continuing need to use 
the proprietary mechanism to further 
accom plishm ent of agency oper­ 
ations,” Colby said. 
Colby defined proprietaries as 
‘‘apparently commercial entities that 
are 
in reality 
controlled 
by 
the 
agency .” He said, ‘‘Such companies 
prov ide cov er and support for clandes­ 
tine activ ities and enable us to carry 
out administrativ e tasks discreetly .” 
Most proprietaries hav e fewer than 
ten employ es, but “ a v ery few of our 
former proprietaries, such as Radio 
Free Europe and Air America, hav e 
been fairly large entities.” 
The pension fund was described by 
Colby as “ a financial enterprise which 
enables the agency to administer cer­ 
tain sensitiv e 
trusts, 
annuities, 
escrows and insurance arrangements 
without attribution to the agency . It 
enables us to insure with a controlled 
company some of our activ ities we 
could not ex pose to regular insurance 
companies. It enables us to pay an­ 
nuities to indiv iduals whose links with 
the U.S. gov ernment must remain 
secret.” 
In the past, the proprietary com­ 
panies retained their profits, Colby

WASHINGTON (AP) - The Central

operations, CIA Director William E. 
Colby testified today. 
Colby told the House intelligence 
committee in prepared testimony that 
the CIA made considerable profits 
from Air America, an airline that 
aided CIA efforts in Southeast Asia, 
and from a CIA pension fund. 
Air America is being disposed of 
while the pension fund continues to 
operate, 
although Colby said 
the 
profits have been turned into the 
Treasury since 1973. Colby did not 
specify the profit levels. 
Most of the CIA’s front operations, 
which the agency calls proprietaries, 
have been unprofitable, the director 
said. 
“I foresee a continuing need to use 
the proprietary mechanism to further 
accom plishm ent of agency oper­ 
ations,” Colby said. 
Colby defined proprietaries as 
“apparently commercial entities that 
are in reality 
controlled 
by 
the 
agency.” He said, “Such companies 
provide cover and support for clandes­ 
tine activities and enable us to carry 
out administrative tasks discreetly.” 
Most proprietaries have fewer than 
ten employes, but “a very few of our 
former proprietaries, such as Radio 
Free Europe and Air America, have 
been fairly large entities.” 
The pension fund was described by 
Colby as “a financial enterprise which 
enables the agency to administer cer­ 
tain sensitive 
trusts, 
annuities, 
escrows and insurance arrangements 
without attribution to the agency. It 
enables us to insure with a controlled 
company some of our activities we 
could not expose to regular insurance 
companies. It enables us to pay an­ 
nuities to individuals whose links with 
the U.S. government must remain 
secret.” 
In the past, the proprietary com­ 
panies retained their profits, Colby 


said. The intelligence chief said that by 
1973 “accumulated profits amounted 
to a considerable sum” so the excess 
was reported to Congress and used to 
reduce the amount appropriated. 
However, the CIA’s general counsel 
advised that this did not constitute the 
full appropriations process and “sub­ 
sequent profits have been and will be 
delivered to the Treasury,” Colby said. 
A Pentagon official was quoted as 
telling the committee Tuesday that 
two U.S. intelligence agencies split 
over whether Egyptian troop move­ 
ments in 1973 meant maneuvers or an 
attack. 
Dr. Robert C. Hall, assistant 
secretary of defense for intelligence, 
said publicly that the advance in­ 
telligence also was discounted by 
Israeli officials. The Israeli officials 
have admitted they were caught by 
surprise by the Egyptian attack, which 
set off a Mideast war. 
Hall refused to say if the dis­ 
agreement was between the U.S. 
military intelligence agencies and the 
CIA. Colby also refused Tuesday night 
to say if the CIA was one of the two 
agencies.

For 
example, if one of you has moderate 
income and substantial medical ex­ 
penses while the other has little or no 
medical expense, you may increase 
your total medical deduction by filing 
separately. 
If you live in a community property 
state rArizona. California, Idaho, 
Louisiana, Nevada, New Mexico, 
Texas and Washington) it may be 
advantageous to file separately. 
To find out which filing method is 
better for you, compute your tax both 
ways or contact the nearest IRS 
Taxpayer Assistance office. 
(Q > Do I have to withhold income tax 
or FICA (social security) tax for 
domestic workers I employ in my 
home? 
(A) No. You are not required to 
withhold income tax for domestic 
workers in your home. However, you 
and your employee may agree to 
withhold income tax.

withholding statement. 
FICA tax is due if you pay the

In an address at the 27th annual 
meeting of the National Conference of 
Chief Justices, Burger said: 
“ There has been an almost complete 
lack of judicial or professional 
regulation of members of the bar, and 
this has led to great tolerance for mis­ 
behavior and misconduct.” 
He said studies indicated that 
“ unwillingness of state supreme 
courts to assume responsibility” was a 
major factor in the situation. 
“ This is one of the most crucial 
problems of our profession and of the 
courts in particular,” he said. 
“ The initiative must come from the 
highest court of each state,” Burger 
added.

This column of questions and an­ 
swers on federal tax matters is 
provided by the local office of the U.S.

Revenue Service and is 
published as a public service to tax­ 
payers. The column answers questions 
most frequently asked by taxpayers. 
(Q) Can there be advantages for a 
married 
couple 
filing 
separate 
returns? 
(A) If you and your spouse each had 
income for the year, you may pay less 
tax by 
filing separate returns. For 
example, if one of you has moderate 
income and substantial medical ex­ 
penses while the other has little or no 
medical expense, you may increase 
your total medical deduction by filing 
separately. 
If you live in a community property 
state (Arizona, California, Idaho, 
Louisiana, Nevada, New Mexico, 
Texas and Washington) it may be 
advantageous to file separately. 
To find out which filing method is 
better for you, compute your tax both 
ways or contact the nearest IRS 
Taxpayer Assistance office. 
(Q) Do I have to withhold income tax 
or FICA (social security) tax for 
domestic workers I employ in my 
home? 
(A) No. You are not required to 
withhold income tax for domestic 
workers in your home. However, you 
and your employee may agree to 
withhold income tax. The agreement 
must be in writing and attached to 
your 
employee’s 
Form 
W-4 
withholding statement. 
FICA tax is due if you pay the 
worker cash wages of $50 or more 
during a calendar quarter. The FICA 
tax rate for 1975 is 11.7 per cent of the 
wages paid each employee up to 


$14,100. Of this amount, one-half (5.85 
per cent of the wages paid) may be 
withheld from the employee’s wages, 
or you may pay the total amount 
yourself. 
(Q) I bought some raffle tickets for a 
church raffle. Can I deduct the amount 
as a charitable contribution? 
(A) No. Although the money from 
the raffle may be used by a tax-exempt 
charitable institution, amounts you 
pay to purchase raffle tickets or to 
engage in other games of chance are 
not deductible contributions. They are 
wagering losses. 
If you win the raffle, you must report 
your winnings as income, regardless of 
any losses you incur. If you itemize 
deductions on Schedule A, Form 1040, 
you may deduct your gambling losses 
incurred during the year, such as 
raffle tickets, to the extent they equal 
your winnings. 
You may not deduct gambling losses 
if you take the standard deduction or 
use the tax tables to compute your tax. 
(Q) A private firm prepared my 1974 
tax return. Can I deduct this amount 
on my return for 1975? 
(A) Yes. Tax assistance fees are 
normally deducted on the tax return 
for the year the expense is paid. The 
fee for preparing your 1974 return was 
paid in 1975 and should be claimed as a 
miscellaneous deduction on Schedule 
A of Form 1040 for 1975.

movement, was assassinated 
on Jan. 30, 1948, and did not 
live to see his nation gain her 
liberty. 
Now, Mrs. Indira Gandhi 
appears to be leading her

down the path to 
dictatorship, much as Adolf 
Hitler did in Germany in 1934. 
Of course, Mrs. Gandhi 
claims the various oppressions 
she has visited on her people 
are necessary 
to preserve 
order and revive 
India’s 


faltering economy. Again, the 
similarities with Hitler are 
startling. 
Since she was convicted of 
elections law violation in June, 
Mrs. Gandhi has jailed her 
political 
opponents 
and 
suspended 
many 
of

Indian’s people’s rights in the 
name law and order. 
The lesson of Mrs. Gandhi’s 
shameful actions remains 
clear. 
Freedom 
is never 
guaranteed when a strong- 
willed leader is determined to 
remain in power at whatever 
cost. 


Simply 'Common Sense' 


The first American bestseller was 
written by an immigrant Englishman 
named Thomas 
Paine. 
It was 
published in Philadelphia, in January, 
1776, and sold 110,000 copies within 90 
days. 
Paine insisted that his royalties be 
used to buy mittens for the Continental 
Army. The 22,000 words he penned 
with a quill did more to incite the 
American Colonies to revolt than 
anything 
achieved 
by 
George 
Washington or the Second Continental 
Congress. 
“Some writers have so confounded 
society with government,” he wrote, 
“as to leave little or no distinction 
among them; whereas they are not 
only different, but have different 
origins. Society is produced by our 
wants and government by our

wickedness; the former promotes our 
happiness positively by uniting our 
affections; the latter negatively by 
restraining our vices. 
“The one encourages intercourse, 
the other creates distinctions. The first 
is a patron, the last a punisher. Society 
in every state is a blessing, but 
government even in its best state is but 
a necessary evil; in its worst state an 
intolerable one. . . 
“Government, like dress, is the 
badge of lost innocence ; the palaces of 
kings are built on the bowers of 
paradise. For, were the impulses of 
conscience 
clear, 
uniform 
and 
irresistibly obeyed, man would need no 
other lawgiver; but that not being the 
case, he finds it necessary to surrender 
up a part of his property to furnish 
means for protection of the re s t...

NEW YORK (AP) - If the price- 
eamings ratio of stock is a reliable 
indicator of future business and 
economic prospects then Americans 
have reason to pause, ponder and 
probably become a little bit uneasy. 
One year ago, when the economy 
was plunging into the deepest abyss 
since the 1930s, the P-E ratio of the 
Dow Jones Industrial Average was 8.4. 
At the beginning of this week it was 
almost the same — 8.8. 
A P-E ratio is a judgment about the 
future earnings of a company. If the 
public is uncertain or pessimistic 
about a company’s future it will be un­ 
willing to pay a price many times the 
current earnings. 
In contrast, if the company’s and the 
economy’s futures looks good, in­ 
vestors will be willing to bid up the 
price of the stock in order to get in on 
the action. The P-E ratio will rise. 
During the expansion years of the 
1960s the typical P-E ratio ranged from 
just under 14 to nearly 19. Expressing 
their confidence, investors were 
willing to pay 14 to 19 times current 
earnings to own stock. 
The marketplace today does not 
reflect confidence or certainty, at least 
of the euphoric kind that occassionally 
emanates from some government 
officials 
and 
perhaps 
a 
few 
businessmen. 
Investors are holding back, trying to 
assess the future, but apparently are 
unable to make up their minds. When 
such a situation exists the market ei­ 
ther withers or buying and selling 
activity nearly match. 
A random survey of market 
analysts’ letters indicates that in­ 
flation and interest rates are high 
among the imponderables now con­ 


fronting investors, just as they were a 
year ago. 
When interest rates rise they add to 
the cost of doing business, and 
therefore lower profits. Moreover, 
high interest rates siphon money from 
stocks into bonds. The stock market 
becomes noncompetitive. 
The rising prime interest rate 
therefore is acting like a flashing red 
light. Big institutional investors and 
sophisticated individuals refrain from 
commiting themselves to stock on the 
chance the bond market might become 
better. 
Inflation, of course, is bad news in 
many ways. It cuts into profits. It 
presages an eventual downturn in the 
economy. It makes it difficult for in­ 
dustry to plan. 
Planning takes place best in a stable 
economy. No business wants to make 
long-term commitments of labor and 
capital only to find that the conditions 
that led to such plans were ephemeral. 
Businessmen today have examples 
of that error all about them, most 
noticeably in the automotive industry, 
but also in retailing, banking, air 
travel and many more. They made 
their plans when times were good; 
they made their plans with insufficient 
information about the future. 
Corporations understandably are 
wary of commiting themselves to a 
future they cannot see, and that 
hesitancy is shared by those who would 
invest in them. 
One year ago many analysts blamed 
the three I’s — inflation, interest rates 
and impeachment — for creating un­ 
certainty. 
Now, despite all that has transpired 
in the economy, two of those I’s still 
remain. 
They'll Do It Every Time 
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“Wherefore, security being the true 
design and end of government, it 
unanswerably follows that whatever 
form thereof appears most likely to 
ensure it to us with the least expense 
and greatest benefit, is preferable to 
all others. 
“I draw my idea of the form of 
government from a principle in nature 
which no art can overturn — to wit, the 
more simple anything is the less liable 
it is to be disordered, and the easier 
repaired when disordered. . . 
“But there is another distinction for 
which no truly natural or religious 
reason can be assigned, and that is the 
distinction of men into Kings and 
Subjects. Male and female are the 
distinctions of nature; good and bad 
the distinctions of Heaven; but how a 
race of men came into the world so 
'exalted 
above 
the 
rest, 
and 
distinguished like some new species, is 
worth inquiring into.. . 
“In the early ages of the world there 
were no kings, the consequence of 
which was there were no wars ; it is the 
pride of kings which throws mankind 
into confusion. .. 
“Government by kings is the most 
prosperous invention the Devil ever set 
on foot for the promotion of idolatry. 
The heathens paid divine honors to 
their deceased kings, and the Christian 
world has improved the plan by doing 
the same to their living ones. .. 
“To the evil of monarchy we have 
added that of hereditary succession; 
and as the first is a degradation and 
lessening of ourselves, so the second, 
claimed as a matter of right, is an 
insult and an imposition on prosterity. 
“ For all men being originally 
equals, no one by birth could have a 
right to set up his own family in per­ 
petual preference to all others forever 
.. . Nature disapproves of it, otherwise 
she would not so frequently turn it into 
ridicule by giving mankind an ass for a 
lion.. 
Paine calls the Colonies to war 
against England: 
“The Sun never shined on a cause of 
greater worth. ’Tis not the affair of a 
city, a county, a province or a 
kingdom; but of a continent, of at least 
one-eighth part 
of the inhabitable 
globe. 
“’Tis not the concern of a day, a year 
or an age .. . Now is the seed time of 
continental union, faith and honor. The 
least fracture now will be like a name 
engraved with the point of a pin on the 
tender rind of a young oak; the wound 
would enlarge with the tree, and 
posterity would read it in full grown 
characters. . . ” 
The marching logic of Thomas 
Paine’s words taught the timid 
colonists that they were a continent 
fighting a small island far away. It 
was a long exhausting fight for 
2,500,000 people. 
But they won. Paine, who had been a 
repeated failure at every job he had in 
England, wrote “Common Sense” and 
died broke. ..

Speaking Of Your Health

A 16-year-old miss, Janey Hockman, 
daughter of Mr. and Mrs. O. L. Hock­ 
man, Route I, forged ahead of many 
veteran cooks to be awarded “Best of 
Show” in the yeast division of the 
baked goods department of the Fair. 


One of the oldest crafts is model 
making. Museums have models of 
boats, household articles and tools 
made by ancient peoples more than 
6,000 years ago. Today model making 
is a hobby for many people. 
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I developed varicose veins after the 
birth of my second child. I’ve been told 
that there is a new operation that can 
be done in the doctor’s office. 
My doctor doesn’t know about this. 
Can you tell me more about it? 
Mrs. H. H.,S.C. 
Dear Mrs. H.: 
I 
cannot 
imagine 
who 
the 
“authority” was who gave you this 
information. I know of no surgical 
procedure for varicose veins that can 
be safely performed in the doctor’s 
office. 
Operations that tie off the veins, or 
strip the veins, are performed for 
maximum safety in hospitals. 
Some small varicose veins can be 
treated in the doctor’s office by the 
injection method. Special drugs that 
are injected directly into tiny varicose 
veins can obliterate them. 
This procedure is not an effective 
substitute for the more comprehensive 
surgical treatment used for larger and 
more 
extensive 
varicose 
vein 
problems. 
Far too many people are tempted by 
shortcut, magical cures when surgery 
is the simplest, safest and most 
beneficial approach to the problem of 


varicose veins. 


Is it necessary to cauterize the nose 
when there is a tendency to nose 
bleeds? 
Mr. R. U.,Nev. 


Dear Mr. U.: 
Most nose bleeds, or “epistaxis,” 
can be controlled by putting a large 
piece of absorbent cotton in the nose 
and firmly squeezing the nostrils. 
Pressure should be kept for about IO 
minutes, to allow for nature’s 
protective clotting to occur. The cotton 
should be left for about half an hour so 
that this blood clot will not be 
dislocated. 


Bleeding is caused by a broken blood 
vessel, usually about half an inch in­ 
side the nose. If the exact site of the 
bleeding is seen by the doctor he can 
cauterize this spot with silver nitrate, 
acetic acid or with an electric spark. 
When repeated episodes of bleeding 
occur, there is a greater need for 
cauterization. 
Occasionally, a large blood vessel 
deep inside the nose may break. 
Cauterization here is difficult, and 
nasal packing is used instead.

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WASHINGTON (AP) - Prices 
farmers pay for items used to produce 
the nation’s food and fiber continue to 
go up due in part to sizeable increases 
in machinery costs the past year.

Agriculture 
Department’s “prices paid” index was 
86 per cent above its 1967 base used for 
comparison and ll per cent above mid- 
July of last -year. 
Hie farm “prices received” index — 
a measure of what farmers get for 
things they produce — was up 87 per 
cent from its 1967 base, almost in line 
with the prices received indicator. 
But prices that farmers get for 
commodities have been much more 
volatile than those they must pay out 
which have been grinding almost 
steadily upward for years. 
Further, many of the items farmers 
buy — including livestock and feed — 
are produced or at least initially 
produced by other farmers. So when 
those products decline in price it 
means that other farmers have had 
their proceeds reduced. 
The USDA monthly farm price 
report, issued last week, showed that 
prices farmers pay for feeder livestock

Gasoline 
Prices Rise 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The price of 
regular gasoline at the pump rose 3.1 
cents a gallon in July, to a national 
average of 58.7 cents, a Federal 
Energy Administration survey shows. 
At the same time, gasoline con­ 
sumption, which has risen in the past 
at the rate of about 4.6 per cent a year, 
has slowed to 1.9 per cent in the past 
two years, the FEA said. 
This translates into a saving of about 
500,000 barrels a day from the amount 
that would have been burned if con­ 
sumption had continued at its former 
rate. 
The agency also reported Monday 
that its latest survey shows price in­ 
creases in June for regular gasoline 
(1.3 cents higher than the May national 
average of 54.3), premium gasoline 
(up 1.3 cents from 59) and diesel fuel 
(up 1.1 cents at truck stops and 0.4 
cents at service stations for a June av­ 
erage of 51.4). 
Ten of 21 major oil companies also 
increased in June the price of home 
heating oil, but the F EA did not an­ 
nounce an average price.

Newspaper Editors and the Associated 
Press Managing Editors Association, 
reminded the audience of the example 
of former President Richard Nixon.

Although 1975 tire sales were below 
those of 1974, the companies said the 
market is improving and stems in a 
large part from motorists having 
waited so long to replace old tires 
during the recession. 


Goodrich said the income from tire 
sales was “a little more than double 
last year’s,” and Goodyear spoke of 
“an impressive domestic perform­ 
ance” while declining to break it down 
into tires and other factors. Goodyear 
also credited earnings improvement to 
recent price increases of 2 to 6 per 
cent. 


Industry-wide figures showed 61.3 
million replacement passenger tires 
were shipped during the first six 
months of this year, compared with 
64.5 million for the same period of 1974, 
a drop of about five per cent. 


But in 1973, the high year, re­ 
placement shipments totaled 73.2 
million tires, industry spokesmen said, 
pointing out that 1974’s figures 
represented a decline of about 12 per 
cent. 


The sharp plunge in 1974 came at the 
end of the year, when new car sales 
also plummeted, industry spokesmen 
said. 
“Even though the tire sales have 
rebounded, 
they 
still 
haven’t 
rebounded to the normal,” the 
Goodrich spokesman said. “They have 
come back about half way to what 
would be normal replacement level.”

by more costumed guides. Upstairs, 
bundles of wool and flax hang from 
rafters. The spinning wheel spins the 
wool or flax into yarn, while the busy 
shuttle of looms weave the bright 
colored yarn into cloth. 
Just a short distance away, a log 
bam houses the livestock that live and 
graze on the premises. A dirt road 
surrounds the pasture area, if you feel 
inclined for an old-fashioned walk in 
the country. 
After you’ve had a taste of the 19th 
century, travel a little further back in 
time by walking a short distance from 
the house to the Historic Indian 
Museum. Because of Johnston’s close 
work with the Indians, it seems fitting 
that a museum dedicated to the red- 
man be included in the area. The 
museum, the first in Ohio dealing with 
Indians of the historic period, traces 
their cutlure from the 17th to the mid- 
19th century. Any student of Indian 
lore will be fascinated by the display of 
headdresses, tomahawks, masks, 
canoes and the excellent beadwork of 
these fascinating people. Ifs a look at 
Ohio’s original inhabitants by the 
people who knew them best. . . the fur 
traders, missionaries, pioneers and 
soldiers. 
Finally, to finish your day in 19th- 
century style, wander through the 
dark woods, down a winding trail to the 
edge of what was once the Miami-Erie 
Canal. Here, anchored in the still

The in­ 
terpreter will greet you, and give you a 
Derailm ent 
Brings Death 
To Woman 


YOUNGSTOWN, 
Ohio 
(A P )— 
Investigators are examining the 
wreckage of a freight train to deter­ 
mine the cause of a derailment that 
Tuesday led to the death of a person in 
a camper alongside the train. 
The victim was identified as Alberta 
Ceryak of Youngstown. Five other 
persons, including three firemen, 
received minor injuries. 
Authorities say various vehicles 
were waiting for the freight train to 
clear a railroad crossing here. When 
the train derailed, a sem itrailer 
aboard a train flatcar toppled over and 
crushed Cery ak’s camper.

Hundreds of years ago, pioneers 
trekked westward in covered wagons 
to an unmarked tract of wilderness 
that is now the heart of “ Ohio Coun­ 
try” — the great northwest. For them, 
this marked the end of the tra il... For 
today’s traveler, ifs just the begin­ 
ning. Come to the northwest . .. and 
live a little history. 


The Piqua Historical Area, located 
on S.R. 66, northwest of Piqua, 
provides the perfect starting point for 
a journey into Ohio’s past. Here, the 
history, customs and life-style of 
Ohio’s inhabitants, ranging from 
prehistoric times to the mid-nineteenth 
century, is condensed in 174 acres of 
wide open spaces, restored buildings 
and a portion of the Miami-Erie Canal, 
that was once a vital waterway, and 
was to later play a major role on the 
development of the area. 


The focal point around which the 
other buildings are built, is the John 
Johnston farmstead. In 1811, Johnston, 
an important Indian agent of the 
federal government, became the 
owner of a “ track of about 250 acres of 
elevated, rich, dry prairie, covered 
with grass, skirted with the most 
beautiful woods, and an unusually 
large and never-failing spring.” 


brief orientation to the home. Then, 
she’ll invite you to look around on your 
own. 
The rooms are spacious and fully 
furnished. Drawers, partially opened, 
cupboard doors halfway closed, not 
only 
allow 
you 
to 
investigate 
everything, but leave you with the 
feeling that the items are still in use. 
And, indeed, the are, as you notice 
more costumed interpreters at work in 
the house. Stop by and chat with one of 
them. They are more than willing to 
answer questions, or offer ex­ 
planations of the rooms. 
Then, follow your nose down the 
steep, winding stairs to the huge kit­ 
chen below, looking just as it did back 
in the 1800’s. As freshly-baked pies cool 
on the window sill, a costumed cook 
explains the complicated baking 
procedures of the open fireplace. She 
might even give you a taste of some of 
her authentic, 19th-century recipes. 
Just outside, on the spacious patio, 
sourdough bread is being kneaded and 
baked. You are welcome to sample the 
finished product, as it comes out, fresh 
and hot from the oven. 
Down the hill, a few steps beyond the 
house, is the spring that Johnston 
referred to in his diary. The house he 
built over the spring is another 
bustling center of activity. In the small 
room on the left, lye soap is being 
made in huge kettles, while candles 
are being hand-dipped in melted wax 


Today, after extensive restoration 
work by the Ohio Historical Society, 
you can again wander through the 
home, bam, springhouse, and farm­ 
lands which were so richly described 
in John Johnston’s own words. 


As you enter the two-story brick 
farm-house, you feel almost as if you 
are interrupting a busy day of the 
Johnston family.

Armco steel 
Explosion O f Venereal Disease Cases W orries Doctors 
To Up Prices 


MIDDLETOWN, Ohio (AP) - 
Calling it a “correctiv e action that can 
no longer be delay ed,” Armco Steel 
Corp. has annou nced price increases 
av eraging 9 per cent on carbon sheet 
steel and strip produ cts. 
The increases, effectiv e Au g. 20, 
were presented to the Cou ncil on Wage 
and Price Stability Tu esday by the 
Middletownbased firm, the nation’s 
fifth largest steel produ cer. 
The firm called the increases “long 
ov erdu e,” ex plaining that produ ction 
costs hav e risen 17.4 per cent, or $45 
per ton, in a 13 month period. Armco’s 
last price hike on flat-rolled produ cts 
came in Ju ly , 1974. 
The stability cou ncil secu red 
commitments from sev eral major 
steel companies last December that 
institu ted “a v irtu al price freeze" for 
six months and pu t off the increases 
annou nced y esterday , a spokesman 
said. 
I^ast December, prices on most other 
steel produ cts were raised between 6.6 
per cent and 9.2 per cent. 
The new flat-rolled increase will 
av erage 1.3 cents a pou nd, or $25 a ton, 
for hot-rolled, cold-rolled and coated 
carbon steels, the firm said. 
That translates into an added con­ 
su mer cost of abou t $34 for enou gh 
steel for a mediu m-sized car and abou t 
$2.12 for a 16-cu bic-foot refrigerator, 
the spokesman added. 
“Su ch increases on flat-rolled steel 
were fu lly ju stified last December. 
Since then costs hav e continu ed to 
sky rocket, so mu ch so that since 
Janu ary ', 197 5, losses in ou r flat-rolled 
operations hav e av eraged $2 million a 
month,” the company said. 
“In fact, the action we are taking 
falls 
far 
short of 
the 
increase 
necessary to fu lly correct the cost 
price 
imbalance 
in 
flat-rolled 
produ cts. We will still be absorbing 
nearly half of the more than $45 a-ton 
increases incu rred since the last price 
increase Ju ly 1, 197 4,” the company 
stated. 
Armco’s 1974 sales totaled $3.2 
billion, with $490.8 million net income. 
The company su pplied nearly 20 per 
cent of the steel u sed by the au to in­ 
du stry . 
The Middletown firm called the 
increase “a stopgap measu re u ntil 
m arket conditions permit a fu ll 
recov ery of those cost increases. We 
cannot continu e to sell flat-rolled 
produ cts at price lev els which produ ce 
a loss,” a company statement said. 
Blaming the hike on materials, 
energy , cost-of-liv ing and employ e 
salary increases, Armco said the in­ 
creases will continu e becau se a 
redu ction in the allocation of natu ral 
gas to its plants will force a switch to 
more ex pensiv e fu els.

Perhaps 800,000 American women 
hav e gonorrhea and don’t know it, and 
can pass it on to sex partners. 
It’s not tru e that women do not hav e 
warning sy mptoms of gonorrhea, said 
Dr. King K. Holmes of the Univ ersity 
of Washington, Seattle.

M IDDLETOW N, Ohio (A P) - 
Calling it a “ corrective action that can 
no longer be delayed,” Armco Steel 
Corp. has announced price increases 
averaging 9 per cent on carbon sheet 
steel and strip products. 
The increases, effective Aug. 20, 
were presented to the Council on Wage 
and Price Stability Tuesday by the 
Middletownbased firm, the nation’s 
fifth largest steel producer. 
The firm called the increases “ long 
overdue,” explaining that production 
costs have risen 17.4 per cent, or $45 
per ton, in a 13 month period. Armco’s 
last price hike on flat-rolled products 
came in July, 1974. 
The stability 
council secured 
commitments from several major 
steel companies last December that 
instituted “ a virtual price freeze” for 
six months and put off the increases 
announced yesterday, a spokesman 
said. 
I^ast December, prices on most other 
steel products were raised between 6.6 
per cent and 9.2 per cent. 
The new flat-rolled increase will 
average 1.3 cents a pound, or $25 a ton, 
for hot-rolled, cold-rolled and coated 
carbon steels, the firm said. 
That translates into an added con­ 
sumer cost of about $34 for enough 
steel for a medium-sized car and about 
$2.12 for a 16-cubic-foot refrigerator, 
the spokesman added. 
“ Such increases on flat-rolled steel 
were fully justified last December. 
Since then costs have continued to 
skyrocket, so much so that since 
January, 1975, losses in our flat-rolled 
operations have averaged $2 million a 
month,” the company said.

Type One causes cold sores and fever 
blisters, while HSV Type Two causes 
painful blisters, swellings and other 
troubles with the genitals. Oral sex 
appears to be leading to more in­ 
terchange of the two types. Genital 
herpes was reported in IO per cent of 
women examined in a national random 
survey in 1970-74, says Dr. Paul J. 
Wiesner of the Center for Disease 
Control, Atlanta, Ga. 
—Trichomonas vaginalis, caused by 
a protozoa. Men can have it without 
symptoms, but transmit it to women in 
whom it causes discharges, burning 
sensation on urination and other 
troubles. Wiesner said it was found to 
be twice as common as gonorrhea in 
women in the 1970-74 study. There are 
effective drugs for it. 
—Chlamydia, which “ can drive men 
crazy” with painful urination, while 
many women have no symptoms at all. 
Ifs caused by an organism midway 
between a virus and bacterium. While 
many women may not know they are 
carriers, it can cause serious pelvic 
disease in women, arthritis and heart 
troubles, and during birth the 
organism may enter a baby’s eyes, 
causing conjunctivitis. Routine use of 
drugs in newborn eyes takes care of it. 
Tetracycline is the main treatment for 
men and women. 
—Nonspecific urethritis or NSU, also 
known as nongonoccocal urethritis. 
Chlamydia is known to cause many 


cases, but others stem from other or­ 
ganisms. It affects both men and 
women, and its incidence is probably 
under-reported, says Wiesner. 
—Genital warts “ are common 
throughout the world, and becoming 
commoner,” says Dr. David Oriel of 
University College Hospital, London. 
In the 1970-74 U.S. study, one in five 
women was found to have genital 
warts, which appear to be a variant of 
common skin warts. One or more of a 
few drugs may help in treatment, and 
occasionally the warts disappear 
spontaneously. Half the people with 
genital warts have some other STD at 
the same time. 
—Candida albicans is a fungus 
disease that can invade the vagina, 
and other mucous membrane tissue. 
—Chancroids are soft sores or ulcers 
on the genitals. They are caused by a 
bacterium 
different 
from 
the 
spirochete. 
—Pubic lice or “ crabs” are not 
uncommon. Victims may seek their 
own treatments, saying nothing about 
their problem. 
—Scabies is an inflammation caused 
by a mite, and specialists say they are 
seeing more cases of it recently. 
—Lymphogranuloma venereum is 
an infection of lymph nodes in the 
groin area caused by an organism 
resembling those causing psittacosis— 
parrot fever—and trachoma, a serious 
eye infection. 


—Granuloma inguinale is a chronic, 
progressive disease involving the skin 
and lymphatics, marked by small, 
round swellings in the groin area. 
—Hepatitis, the destructive liver 
disease caused by a virus, now is being 
found to be transmitted sexually, but 
just how is not yet clear. The virus is 
present at times in blood, saliva and 
semen. 
STD rarely go singly, so a person 
having one should be checked to see if 
another one is present requiring 
treatment. 
Why the STD explosion? 
More 
people travel now to other lands, or far 
from home and engage in sex. Some 
blame the so-called sexual revolution. 
And, says Dr. Richard Willcox of St. 
Mary’s Hospital in London, while “ the 
young man has always sown his wild 
oats,” the young woman had more 
family and social brakes on her sexual 
behavior, including fear of pregnancy. 
The Pill and IUD can prevent 
pregnancy, but not transmission of 
some STD. 
There are so many STD that “ it may 
justly be stated that with very few 
exceptions, all society is at risk at 
some time” of contracting one, Willcox 
remarks. 
“ The difference between those who 
contract no infection in their life and 
many of those who do so but once may 
be dictated more by luck than behav­ 
ior.”

Columbia Gas of Ohio is predicting a 
sharp increase this year in the number 
of customers that join its Budget 
Payment Plan in order to spread the 
impact of winter heating bills evenly 
over the entire year.

GATLINBURG, Tenn. (AP) — 
()ffacials report a new problem in the 
Great Smoky Mountains National 
Park: Bear poaching. 
Chief 
Ranger 
Dick 
Moeller 
estimated that up to 200 black bear 
were killed by hunters sneaking into 
the park last year. MoeUer said there 
are about 800 bear roaming the park 
wilderness. 
“There is really no way to tell for 
certain how many bear were killed or 
.for that matter, how many there are in 


the park,” he said. “All we can do is 
make estimates based upon ob­ 
servations and information.” 
Moeller said about 50 persons have 
been arrested for illegal hunting in the 
last two years. A person convicted of 
hunting within the national park faces 
up to six months in federal prison and 
fines up to $500. Transporting an 
animal across the state line brings up 
to five years in prison and fines up to 
$10,000. 
About 75 per cent of the poaching last 


year was for commercial purposes, 
officials said. 
The hides and meat are sold on the 
blackmarket mainly in Tennessee, 
Kentucky,

and 
Virginia, Moeller said. He said last 
year bear meat on the blackmarket 
was selling for $3 a pound, while a 
complete bear hide was selling for 
about $100.

Moeller said many hunters use dogs 
to chase the bear into an area where 
they wait with their guns ready, while 
other hunters set up bait stations for 
the animals. 
“They use things like sardines to 
lure the bear into a specific area,” he 
said. Other hunters use a variety of 
traps, although the traditional vise- 
jawed bear trap is seldom used.

Melon Is a versatile and refreshing summer food. A 
simple slice of melon can be served at a summer 
breakfast. Melon balls can be combined with other 
fresh fruits In salads and desserts for lunches and 
dinners. 
The two best known groups of melons are the musk- 
melons and the watermelon. There ore two types of 
muskmelons: the net-skinned such as cantaloupes 
and Persian melons and the smooth-skinned melons 
such as honeydews and casabas. 
Cantaloupes and Persian melons are ripe when the 
blossom end of the melon softens and the rind color 
lightens. A honeydew will also soften at the blossom 
end when It becomes ripe. It's rind will turn a creamy 
yellow color. The rind of o cosobo melon becomes 
darker os it ripens. 
A ripe watermelon is symmetrical In shape with good 
color and a fresh bloom to the surface. The underside 
where the melon touched the ground should hove a 
yellowish tinge. 
Keep unripe melons at room temperature. Ripe melons 
should be kept in a cool place. Store melon away from 
lettuce, carrots, celery, broccoli, and dairy products 
since the melon aroma can affect the flavor of these 
foods. 
Melons contribute on important share of vitamins and 
minerals to the diet. For example, one slice of canta­ 
loupe weighing TOO grams contains almost the entire 
recommended doily allowance of vitamin A and three- 
fourths of the recommended amount of vitamin C.

King , a former lieutenant colonel, 
said when Ohio National Guard of­ 
ficers sent troops onto the campus 
commons with loaded rifles, the 
leaders “in effect turned over to the 
individuals the decision when to fire.” 
The panel of seven men and five 
women deciding the claims was sent 
home early Tuesday after U.S. District 
Judg e Don J. Young ruled that 
mothers of two students killed in the 
shooting had no relative testimony to 
offer. 
Young told the jury his ruling was a 
matter of law and did not reflect on the 
parents or other plaintiffs. He said his

Mrs. David (Velma) Blue, Route 5, 
has been instrumental in finding 
homes for the students who are 
presently here. She contacted six 
families who were willing to take them 
in as a part of their families. 
Mrs. Blue said her family had a 
student from Nicarag ua who stay ed 
with them this past November throug h 
February . He attended Teay s Valley 
Hig h School during his stay . The Blue 
family was recommended by the 
Teay s Valley Principal, Billy Toney . 
Two of the Blue children are visiting 
other countries this summer. Mark, 15 
is a g uest in Rivas, Nicarag ua and Jill, 
17, 
is spending the summer 
in 
Columbia, South America throug h the 
IYF prog ram. 
The Blue’s have two foreig n students 
living with them presently . Marcia 
Barrios (Salazar) came to Circleville 
on July 17. She had been in Montreal 
earlier this summer althoug h her 
home is Rivas, Nicarag ua. 
Jorg e Carrasco (Alvarez) is an 
ex chang e student throug h IYF. He 
came from his home in Mex ico City on 
the Fourth of July and will stay until 
September. 
Marcia said the main difference she 
noticed between the United States and 
Nicarag ua is the weather. It is more 
humid and hotter than she is used to at 
home. 
Her country only has the spring and 
winter seasons which accounts for 
some of the difference. Also, Rivas is 
between l*ake Nicarag ua and the 
Pacific Ocean. She said the cross 
breeze makes the town cool. 
Because the lake is so near to her 
home, Marcia spends a lot of her time 
swimming . She also enjoy s horseback 
riding . 
Althoug h 
the 
18 -y ear-old 
has 
g raduated from hig h school, she will 
enroll at Teay s Valley Hig h School this 
fall. She orig inally planned to leave the 
country around Christmas time, but 
now the date of her return is uncertain. 
Marcia did not come here throug h 
the IYF prog ram. The ex chang e 
student the Blues had last y ear lives 
across the street from her in Rivas. 
Throug h 
him, 
Marcia 
became 
acq uainted with the Blues. 
Marcia has not noticed much dif­ 
ference between Rivas and Circleville, 
probably because the population is 
about the same. 
One of the differences in customs 
that is sig nificant deals with the 
routines of the American mother 
versus the housewife of Nicarag ua. 
There, almost every family has maids 
and servants to do the cooking , clothes 
I 


washing , cleaning and other jobs that 
the American mother normally does. 
So far, Marcia has spent most of her 
time writing to her friends. She also 
likes watching television because it 
helps her learn the Eng lish lang uag e 
better. 
Marcia said television is similar in 
both countries. Nicarag ua has the 
same commercial sponsor idea, but 
during the day , play s dominate the 
screen instead of soap operas and 
g ame shows. 
Jorg e has been in Circleville long 
enoug h to form an opinion of the place. 
He said it is a peaceful town compared 
to Mex ico City . 
Jorg e spends most of his time with 
the Blue’s 13-y ear-old son, Shawn. 
They especially like working with 
Shawn’s dad at the Tradition House 
Furniture Store. 
Jorg e will return to Mex ico City in 
September for school. He will be in the 
11th g rade. When he finishes the 
eq uivalent of our hig h school, he will 
attend the University of Ibero- 
Americana. He is interested in all 
ty pes of desig n, and will studv ar­ 
chitectural desig n. This is also his area 
of concentration in hig h school. 
Jorg e said the food in Mex ico does 
not differ too much from our food. One 
interesting sandwich they prepare is 
called a “New y orker”. It is like a 
submarine sandwich, but the meat is 
piled hig h. The nickname came from 
the hig h rise building s that are 
characteristic of New York. 
In Mex ico City , the 15-y ear-old lives 
with his parents and one brother and 
sister. 
Like the majority of local y outh, he 
is interested in sports, especially 
football, tennis, baseball and soccer.

said about 2,000 students are involved

The International Fellowship Inc. is 
the oldest org anization of its kind and 
has been operating for 23 y ears.

Marcia said the main difference she 
noticed between the United States and 
Nicaragua is the weather. It is more 
humid and hotter than she is used to at 
home. 
Her country only has the spring and 
winter seasons which accounts for 
some of the difference. Also, Rivas is 
between Ixike Nicaragua and the 
Pacific Ocean. She said the cross 
breeze makes the town cool. 
Because the lake is so near to her 
home, Marcia spends a lot of her time 
swimming. She also enjoys horseback 
riding.

King, a former lieutenant colonel, 
said when Ohio National Guard of­ 
ficers sent troops onto the campus 
commons with loaded rifles, the 
leaders “ in effect turned over to the 
individuals the decision when to fire.” 
The panel of seven men and five 
women deciding the claims was sent 
home early Tuesday after U.S. District 
Judge Don J. Young ruled that 
mothers of two students killed in the 
shooting had no relative testimony to 
offer. 
Young told the jury his ruling was a 
matter of law and did not reflect on the 
parents or other plaintiffs. He said his

Saturday at the Superdome, 
the only definite show on the 
super-set will be instant 
replays and stadium-only 
commercials. 
Fans won’t see massive 
pictures of live action in that 
game or any of the Saints’ IO 
other home 
gam es this 
season, 
according 
to 
Superdome officials. 
The reason ; Despite two ef­ 
forts by Superdome officials, 
the National Football League 
still 
won’t 
perm it 
live 
stadium only TV views of the 
kind the Superdome’s six 22- 
foot-high screens could show. 
NFL spokesman Jim Kensil 
says the ban is for a variety of 
reasons, 
ranging 
from 
possible 
distraction 
of 
players to fears it somehow 
could greatly help the home 
team spot weaknesses in the 
opposition. 
He said in-stadium TV 
hasn’t been much of an issue 
until now because only a few 
stadiums have it and their 
pictures don’t compare in 
clarity to those of the 
Superdome. 
However, he said, the NFL 
for the past two seasons has 
allowed taped highlights of a 
game-in-progress to be shown 
on stadium TV at half-time 
and at two other periods in 
the game. 
This season, he said, the 
NFL is letting stadiums show 
instant replays of action on 
their own turf, but only as a 
one-year test “so if it doesn’t 
work or causes problems it 
can be reconsidered.” 
If no snags develop, it’s 
possible that the NFL would 
authorize stadium screen 
showing of live action next 
season, he added. 
In that event, the Super- 
dome could get its live-action 
TV pictures from two sources 
— its own crews or the TV 
network covering a Saints 
home game.
